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Bloody UVA arrest spurs emotions locally 


Martese Johnson known 
in Chicago as leader, 
nota problem for police

His face is streaked with blood, his forehead 
gashed. Sprawled on the sidewalk, Martese 
Johnson cries out as the law enforcement of- 
ficers handcuff him. 

Johnson, a black University of Virginia stu- 
dent from Chicago, was injured early Wednes- 
day during an arrest that was documented in 
photographs and video and spread on social 
media, prompting student protests and a call 
for an investigation by the state’s governor. 

Overnight, the image of Johnson’s arrest 
has been thrust to the forefront of an ongoing 
national conversation on race and police tac- 
tics in America. In the aftermath of the police- 
related shooting deaths of Michael Brown in 
Ferguson, Mo., and Eric Garner in New York, 
Johnson’s arrest is being denounced by some 
as the latest incident of brutality against un- 
armed black men. 

Witnesses say Johnson, a 20-year-old who 
graduated from Kenwood Academy High 
School in Hyde Park, was unnecessarily tack- 
led by officers Wednesday morning outside 
a bar near the Charlottesville, Va., campus. 
The arresting officer said Johnson “was very 
agitated and belligerent,” according to the 
arrest report. A uniformed Alcohol Beverage 
Control agent arrested Johnson after the stu- 
dent was refused entry into an establishment, 
according to a statement by Virginia’s alcohol 
control agency. 

In a statement read by his attorney Thurs- 
day evening, Johnson said: “As the officers 
held me down, one thought raced through my 
mind: how could this happen? I trust the scars 
will one day heal, but the trauma of what the 
officers did will stay with me forever.” 

Johnson’s attorney said the third-year 
student needed to stitches. A witness said 
Johnson tried to pull away from officers, who 
then wrestled him to the ground. Johnson 
was charged on two counts: obstruction of 
justice without force, and public swearing or 
intoxication, Charlottesville General District 
Court records show. 

A video posted on YouTube shows Johnson 
on the ground being arrested, shouting at the 
officers: “I go to UVA! I go to UVA! ... You 
{bleeping] racists. ... How did this happen?” 

Images of a bloodied Johnson have shaken 
those who know Johnson from his days at Ken- 
wood Academy, where he was a highly regarded 
student who had several leadership roles. 

“I myself have been harassed by police 


on many occasions,” said former Kenwood 
Academy student Stevie Powell, 22. “I never 
thought I'd be standing here talking about 
Martese being a victim of police brutality.” 
Supporters of Johnson are calling for an 
investigation of the officers, with #Justice 
forMartese a rally cry on social media. A Go- 
FundMe page started by Johnson’s Chicago 
classmates had raised more than $3,000 of its 
$5,000 goal by Thursday afternoon. The page

said Johnson was a member of the university’s 
Honor Committee and Kappa Alpha Psi fra- 
ternity and described his arrest as “animalis- 
tic” and “insensitive,” the same words used 
Wednesday in a post on the UVA Black Stu- 
dent Alliance Facebook page, which called for 
an independent investigation into his arrest. 

Kendale Johnson, who isn’t related to Mar- 
tese, started the GoFundMe page Wednes- 
day afternoon after speaking with Johnson’s 
mother. “She was troubled as any parent 
would be,” he said. 

As seniors at Kenwood Academy, the two 
were co-presidents of the Kappa Leadership 
Institute, which provides college readiness 
opportunities for economically disadvan- 
taged male minorities, Kendale Johnson said. 

“It’s an atrocity. I never thought this would 
happen to a Kenwood student, let alone Mar- 
tese,” Johnson said. “One would think we 


would be safer at school than in Chicago, but 
we are literally unsafe everywhere. It’s just no 
respect for black males.” 

Virginia Gov. Terry McAuliffe has called for 
a state police investigation into Johnson’s ar- 
rest. State police said that an “administrative 
review” will be conducted along with a crimi- 
nal investigation requested by the Charlottes- 
ville prosecutor. 

“We owe it to both Mr. Johnson and the 
Virginia ABC to be painstakingly thorough in 
determining the facts of the situation through 
interviews, evidence collection and analysis, 
and investigative procedure,” Virginia State 
Police Superintendent Col. W. Steven Fla- 
herty said in a statement. 

The ABC said the agents involved with 
the arrest are being restricted to administra- 
tive duties while a state police investigation 
is underway.

t the heart of the problem of sexual assault on college campuses, 


there is what activist Kaethe Morris Hoffer terms “a tragic para- 


dox:” A rapist and his victim likely know each other; the attacker 


is someone whom his victim has chosen to spend time with and 


whom the college has chosen to enroll. 


“It’s so shocking because everything they 
have been led to believe by society up until 
that moment has been: Rapists are monsters, 
I would know one if I saw one,” said Morris 
Hoffer, executive director of the Chicago Al- 
liance Against Sexual Exploitation. “What 
they discover is no, somebody who rapes can 
be this guy [who] up until five minutes ago I 
really liked him and then they know, oh my 
God, I have to tell everybody else that this 
guy I used to really like is a rapist? But the 
only reason I know he’s a rapist is I got into 
this situation of vulnerability where I saw a 
totally different side. But he’s never going to 
show that side to everybody else.” 

The aftermath can be brutal in other ways 
as victims, already traumatized by an attack, 
weigh whether to alert authorities and push 
for college administrators to take action, ex- 
perts say. A new documentary “The Hunting 
Ground,” released Friday in Chicago, show- 
cases myriad barriers that student victims 
of rape must overcome in an attempt to get 
justice, one being a sometimes-inhospitable 
attitude toward reporting the attack in the 
first place. 

“One of the first responses 
that any survivor of sexual as- 
sault gets is, Are you sure? This 
is going to be really hard; are you 
sure you want to tell?’ ” Morris 
Hoffer said. 

Part of that response is genu- 
ine concern for the victim’s emotional well- 
being, Morris Hoffer said; part of it also 
could be disbelief—“Nobody wants to think 
their precious community is a community 
that has ugly problems inside of it.” 

Per the Clery Act, schools that participate 
in federal aid programs are required to pub- 
licize data about crimes that occur on—and 
sometimes near—campus, including the 
number of reported sexual assaults. Five 
prominent local universities —Northwest- 
ern, University of Chicago, University of II- 
linois at Chicago, Loyola and DePaul—each 
reported only a handful of sexual assaults oc- 
curred on their campuses in 2013, the most 
recent year for which data is available. 

Experts told RedEye it is extremely likely 
those numbers underrepresent how many as- 
saults actually happened. 

“All the research says that sexual assault in 
every community is underreported,” Morris 
Hoffer said. “In fact, it is becoming under- 
stood that increased reporting of rape is a 
sign that a community is doing a better job,

not a sign that the community is becoming 
more dangerous.” 

And federal reporting requirements are 
not comprehensive, said Sharmili Majmudar, 
executive director of Chicago-based advo- 
cacy group Rape Victim Advocates. Off-cam- 
pus crimes involving students largely are not 
counted, and Majmudar said universities also 
have some leeway in deciding what exactly 
“on or near campus” means. 

“The Clery Act is really a starting point, 
but it does not guarantee that we know ex- 
actly how many assaults—or crimes, peri- 
od—have actually happened,” she said. 

When RedEye asked the five schools how 
many of their reported sexual assaults re- 
sulted in disciplinary hearings, all but one 
declined to release that information. UIC 
noted that of five reported cases of sexual as- 
sault, none resulted in disciplinary proceed- 
ings. 

That is not uncommon, Majmudar said. 

“It happens more often than we would 
like,” she said. “There’s a pretty significant 
degree of discretion for each college and uni- 
versity, and there are a lot of discre- 
tionary points, from what happens 
when a student tells anyone affili- 
ated with a university to what next 
steps are.” 

Those next steps can vary widely 
between institutions; many initiate 
hearings that rely on testimony of 
both the alleged attacker and the victim, or 
designate a college official to investigate the 
incident. 

When the disciplinary process is inhospi- 
table to victims, it can go very wrong, Ma- 
jmudar said. 

“There have been ample stories about how 
the disciplinary hearing process, for example, 
goes on so long that ... the perpetrator has al- 
ready graduated,” she said. “It may be an issue 
of whether or not the hearings happen at all.” 

The result, Morris Hoffer said, is that “col- 
leges and universities, like many institutions, 
are not places in which the majority of that 
minority of men who engage in rape actually 
fear any consequences.” 

Which is a shame, since as semi-isolated 
and independent communities, colleges are 
free to set standards that are higher than that 
of the criminal justice system, which handles 
rape accusations extremely poorly, she said. 

“The college itself has a right to say that we 
expect people, in exchange for the privilege 
of being a member of this community, we ex- 


pect and demand that members of this com- 
munity interact in ways and treat each other 
in ways that rise to a certain standard,” she 
said. “Whether or not somebody has violated 
a law is very much a question for the state 
and the criminal system or the civil system to 
make a decision about. So colleges that clear- 
ly understand this and embrace a philosophy 
that they want their students to conform to 
higher standards than the basic expectation 
that they won’t commit the crime of rape, I 
think have an easier time of responding to 
sexual assault.” 

And most victims of campus sexual assault 
are seeking consequences that fall short of 
suspension or expulsion, Morris Hoffer said, 
fearing harsh backlash from fellow students. 

“When men get kicked out of college cam-

puses as a consequence of the college campus 
going, ‘We've looked at it and we think your 
conduct constitutes sexual assault, you’re 
out of here, buddy, it is very predictable that 
many members of the community will treat 
the survivor with enormous hostility and 
contempt,” she said. 

Expelling attackers may not even be in the 
best interest of the school itself, Morris Hof- 
fer said. 

“I’m very troubled by presumptions that the 
only good response that a university can make 
is to completely excise them from the commu- 
nity,” she said. “Frequently, as soon as the uni- 
versity takes the step of saying, ‘You are out of 
here for good and forever, they have absolutely 
no leverage over that person anymore.”

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Staff split on Starbucks race push

The recent launch of Starbucks’ controversial 
racial awareness campaign has drawn mixed 
reviews from local baristas, who have been 
pushed to the forefront of the Seattle-based 
chain’s effort to discuss the state of race rela- 
tions in the United States. 

Starbucks this week began encouraging, 
but not requiring, some of its employees to 
write “Race Together” on cups to get its cus- 
tomers talking about race. Customers also can 
request plain cups. 

At one Starbucks on the North Side, two 
baristas who spoke to RedEye on condition 
of anonymity— Starbucks employees are dis- 
couraged from speaking to media without 
routing requests through the corporate of- 
fice—said a dialogue about the state of race 
relations in this country is important but 
questioned whether they were the best peo- 


ple to start those conversations, particularly 
in a coffeehouse. 

“Honestly, I don’t think people want to talk 
about race with their barista when they're get- 
ting their morning coffee,” one said. “I don’t 
even talk to people about music anymore” be- 
cause it can touch a nerve. 

A co-worker added: “It’s absolutely the 
right discussion to have, but it is the wrong 
setting.” 

Social media backlash to the initiative was 
swift; many commentators found the idea 
tone-deaf and naive. The reaction was so nega- 
tive that one Starbucks executive briefly delet- 
ed his Twitter account this week in response. 

One employee at a downtown Starbucks 
seemed positive about the initiative, though 
she said as of Thursday morning it hadn’t been 
officially implemented at her store. The em- 
ployee, who identifies as Latina, said she has 


had conversations with customers about race 
before the program even got started. 

“Til talk to anybody about anything,” she 
said. 

Two baristas at a South Side location said 
they didn’t know anything about the pro- 
gram, but they had just received a roll of 
stickers Thursday that sported the “Race To- 
gether” slogan. 

A Starbucks spokeswoman said the phase 
of the initiative that involved writing on cups 
likely would end Friday, the same day a “con- 
versation guide” produced in partnership 
with USA Today is scheduled to be placed in 
Starbucks stores. 

“This is the first of many steps we’re tak- 
ing,” spokeswoman Linda Mills said. “This 
is a long campaign, I would say it’s at least a 
yearlong campaign.”

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Cuts could hit CTA riders

Transit officials Wednesday laid out a grim 
scenario of service cuts on buses and trains, 
fare increases, layoffs and commuters return- 
ing to their cars as early as summer if lawmak- 
ers approve Gov. Rauner’s plan to cut nearly 
$170 million from Chicago-area mass transit. 

The CTA, which provides 81 percent of 
the rides in the area, would suffer the largest 
funding hit under Rauner’s fiscal 2016 budget 
proposal, Regional Transportation Authority 
officials said. They were to present their find- 
ings to the RTA board Thursday. 

The CTA would face a 45 percent decrease 
in state funding, or a $130.1 million annual cut, 
according to the latest numbers crunched by 
the RTA, based on the governor’s proposed 
budget book and discussions with his staff. 
The projected cut, up from an earlier estimate 
of $105 million, equals 9 percent of the CTA’s 
operating budget, officials said. 

To put that in perspective, $130.1 million 
pays for more than 10 weeks of bus service on 
the entire CTA system, CTA officials said.

those gains with shortsighted state cuts.” 

She said it is too early to make public any 
contingency plans. The threat of a transit 
doomsday comes at a bad time for Mayor 
Emanuel, who faces a runoff election in less 
than three weeks. During Emanuel’s tenure, 
the CTA has wiped out a $308 million deficit 
and begun a $5 billion modernization plan.

‘Hunting Ground’ must 
be discussed properly 


When address- 
ing documentaries 
like “The Hunting 
Ground,” it’s easy to 
throw around words 
such as “powerful” 
and “important.” 
Those definitely ap- 
ply here. Yet they seem like shallow labels to 
attach to a movie about a revolting problem 
and a wave of activism that’s working to do 
something about it. 

What sadly can be seen as a companion to 
“The Invisible War,” his 2012 documentary 
about sexual assault in the military, Kirby 
Dick’s “The Hunting Ground” explores sex- 
ual assault on college campuses and the finan- 
cial interests that seem to be leading schools 
to defend the accused, not the survivors. In 
fact, several times in the film, young women 
say that even worse than being raped is the 
treatment they received afterward from 
organizations they trusted to support them. 
The anecdotal evidence is startling: Dick 
speaks with countless survivors who describe 
experiences with administrators who express 
no concern about the alleged incident but 
only ask victim-blaming questions such 
as, “How much were you drinking? What 
were you wearing? What did you say?” One 
inexcusably tells Annie Clark, a survivor now 
working to shed light on this issue, “Rape is 
like a football game,” because afterward, you 
should think about what you wish you could 
have done differently. 

Dick includes a number of illustrative 
studies, from findings that a whopping 16-20 
percent of women are sexually assaulted in 
college to data about just how few students 
are expelled for sexual assault, which goes

widely unreported on college campuses and 
rarely is prosecuted. Some schools issue 
astonishingly minor punishments such as a 
$25 fine, a one-day suspension or, laughably, 
being expelled after graduation. The film isn’t 
full of suggestions for how to fix the issue— 
it’s worth asking how students are normally 
handled when accused of other crimes, and 
how that compares with many schools’ ap- 
parent policy of doing absolutely nothing and 
allowing perpetrators to return to campus no 
matter what the circumstances. 

Still, “The Hunting Ground” ensures that 
no one can foolishly attribute this problem to 
a particular kind of person or institution. It’s 
Harvard, it’s Tulsa, it’s USC, it’s everywhere 
(a Yale fraternity’s despicable chant of “No 
means yes, yes means anal” also was included 
in Amir Bar-Lev’s Penn State-focused doc 
“Happy Valley”), even if 45 percent of schools 
reported zero sexual assaults in 2012. No 
college wants to be known as the place where 
sexual assaults occur, so there’s clear reason to 
sweep issues under the rug. Wesleyan Univer- 
sity in Connecticut apparently tried to warn 
incoming students about parties at a particu- 
lar fraternity, saying the school couldn’t ensure 
the safety of these events. The fraternity took 
action, and the school ceased its warnings. 
And another incident followed. 

Such complacency, “The Hunting Ground” 
convincingly argues, is a major factor in 
creating an environment in which tragedies 
are waiting to happen and shrugged off when 
they do.

‘It Follows’ does the creep 


Sex and horror mov- 
ies long have gone 
together like fruit and 
a knife, but rarely is 
the relationship as 
explicit as it is in “It 
Follows,” which is 
sort of like a sexual 
chain letter of doom. Or a much different take 
on “Pay It Forward,” which is welcome, as that 
movie was terrible. 

In “It Follows,” it’s not long after Jay 
(Maika Monroe of “The Guest”) sleeps with 
a guy, who turns out to have a fake name, that 
he drugs her and ties her up. He soon explains 
that, thanks to their recent encounter, she 
now will see a slow-moving, possibly naked 
person who no one else can see but who will 
be real enough to try to kill her. This aw- 
ful prize can be passed on to someone else 
through another pantsless rendezvous, but 
if the mysterious evil kills the Hypothetical 
Guy To Be Named Later, he’ll then come for 
Jay and follow it down the line. Needless to 
say, this is less pleasant for Jay than being told, 
say, “That was fun; I'll call you and we'll hang 
out again soon.” 

Writer-director David Robert Mitchell 
made 2010’s “The Myth of the American 
Sleepover,” a little-seen but perceptive, worth- 
while coming-of-age story that also brought 
patience and independent insight to well-

worn territory. I don’t know that he refines 
or redefines any horror standards with the 
slow-building “It Follows” (Keir Gilchrist of 
“It’s Kind of a Funny Story” plays the nice guy 
who'd love for Jay to pass him anything), but 
he does conjure the sort of creeping suspense 
that, even if it doesn’t explode and terrify, 
lingers and sustains —unlike the noisy, violent 
glee brought to a progressive list of victims in 
the “Final Destination” series. Along with the 
score’s hard pounding and mild screeching, 
“It Follows” creates a quiet just waiting to be 
pierced, observing the experience of being 
young and finding normalcy punctured by 
something new and potentially scary. 

There’s also a degree of subtle morality in- 
volved, giving teenagers an ability to think and 
reason that they don’t usually receive in the 
genre. (Though Jay does at one point run up- 
stairs to evade her pursuer because, of course 
she does.) Monroe’s lead performance fits the 
movie's restrained discomfort and dissonance 
between what everyone sees and what terror 
appears to be coming only for one unfortunate 
soul. What is youth if not uncertainty about 
what’s on the way, mixed with anxious sure- 
ness that it’s coming soon?
